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ECENTLY I was reading the 
Ope Revised Standard Version 

the account concerning the 
consecration of the seventy elders to 
assist Moses (Num. 11:25). In the 
Authorized Version the reading is 
that, accompanying their appoint- 
ment, the Spirit that was on Moses 
came upon them with the result: 
“When the Spirit rested upon them 
they prophecied and ceased not.” _It 
came to me as rather a surprise when 
I found the reading in the RSV to be 
that when the Spirit came upon them 
they prophecied, “but they did so no 
more.” 

Obviously these readings are rather 
different. Wishing to know what oth- 
ers might have to say, I went to the 
Pulpit Commentary and to the Re- 
vised Version. In each case I found 
the reading in the RSV to be sustain- 
ed, for the R.V. also reads: “but they 
did so no more.” 

As I meditated, I felt that I saw 
that either the Authorized or the Re- 
vised reading could be used danger- 
ously if wrongly presented or pressed 
too far. To emphasize that the sev- 
enty elers became so filled with the 
Spirit that they could not desist their 


_ prophesying, and from this to teach 


that the Spirit-filled person must ever 
be swayed by spiritual manifestations, 
would be dangerous. 

On the other hand, it would be 
equally dangerous to teach that there 
might be spiritual manifstations when 
filled with the Spirit, but once re- 
ceved, no further manifestations were 
to be expected. A young woman was 
converted in some meetings with 
which I was connected. She returned 
to her mother and told her how hap- 
py she was. Her mother replied: 
“Don’t get excited about it. I had 
an experience like that when I was a 
girl, but you will soon be like mother 
is.” Dear mother had not had a man- 
ifestation of God in many years, or at 
least none that the daughter had ever 
seen, She had rejoiced when she was 
saved, but rejoiced no more. 

There is, however, a lesson I think, 
in this for us. Some fail to encourage 
manifestations of the presence of God. 
They settle too fully batk into a for- 
mal existence, assuming that all is 


- well. Others make the mistake of con- 


cluding that unless there are constant

manifestations, the soul has lost its 
favor with God. 


The prophetic manifestations ceas- 
ed with the seventy elders; at least 
we do not find them further recorded. 
The enablement which came for car- 
rying out their calling continued. Al- 
though the outward exulting ceased, 
the Holy Spirit contined providing en- 
ablement for the work to which they 
were called. They had been separat- 
ed unto the work of helping Moses. 
Wisdom had been given them to 
judge, to advise, and to provide wise 
counsel. This ability they continued 
to possess even when the prophetic 
manifestations had ceased.

The child of God cannot always live 
in vigorous manifestations, but he can 
always be assured that the Holy Spirit 
is dwelling within. From His presence 
there may be derived at all times: 
strength, wisdom, and_ guidance. 
There is no help needed which He 
cannot supply. While “sufficient unto 
the day is the evil thereof,” also “suffi- 


cient unto the day” is the Holy Spirit 
who has come to make our hearts His

throne, our bodies His dwelling place. 

Did Jesus not say that the Holy 
Spirit would be “another Comforter,” 
that He would guide into all truth, 
that He would abide with us forever? 
He is here within us when we seek to 
do God’s will and when joy like a river 
fills the soul. And He is just as much 
within when trials come, when temp- 
tations are severe, and when all about 
us looks dark. 

If in times of need we look to our- 
selves we see weakness; and if we 
look at circumstances we are likely, 
with Peter as he looked at the trou- 
bled waters, to begin to sink. Jesus 
rebuked Peter for his lack of faith 
and for looking at the unhappy sur- 
roundings instead of believing God. 
May He help us to look away from 
the things that would overwhelm us 
and center our faith in the fact that 
the Holy Spirit has come. In Him is 
given to us all the power which we 
need that we may triumph. Whether 
it be in temptation to turn from Chris- 
tian living, or whether it be discour- 
agement wth its accusaton that we 
cannot succeed, “God is the strength 
of our hearts.” Have faith in Him! 

Christians should welcome ever-re- 
peated manifestations of the presence 
of God. The Early Church had scarce- 
ly concluded the visitation at Pente- 
cost until they were crying to God for 
fresh invigorating movings of the 
Spirit. As they prayed, the place was 
shaken where they were assembled 
together. But they did not live in the 
manifestations of Pentecost, nor those 
received in the following outpouring. 
There was more than manifestation. 
There was the enabling by which 
“they went everywhere preaching the 
word.” 

Paul received an unusual experience 
at Damascus when Jesus appeared to 
him in light above the brightness of 
the noonday sun. The vision received 
was of inestimable value. The vision 
passed, but the Lord of the vision re- 
mained; the manifestation was gone 
but the enablement stayed on. 
Straightway he preached Jesus. From 
the manifestation came the conscious- 
ness that Christ dwelt within him. 
This consciousness caused the motto 
of his life to be “I can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth 
me.” And again “Thanks be unto

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I believe the Bible to be the in- 
spired Word of God. There are many 
proofs to substantiate its authenticity 
and the purpose of this article is to 
discuss some of them. 


I. THE HISTORICAL ACCURACY 
OF THE BIBLE 


Unscrupulous men have often tried 
to prove the Bible false by declaring 
that its history was in error. No such 
claim has ever been substantiated. All 
valid historical records agree with the 
Bible. The ancient records and tab- 
lets which archaeologists unearth in- 
variably correspond with the Bible. 
Writings from antiquity, when trans- 
lated into the languages of today by 
long hours of labors of scholars, again 
and again speak on behalf of the Bi- 
ble. 


Accounts of nations and their rise 
and fall; of battles and of conquests; 
—all these are found to be accurately 
recorded in the Bible. Secular his- 
torians have written many of the same 
details and accounts. Particularly 
striking is the valid record of the Jew- 
ish people in the Bible. The Famed 
Jewish Historian, Flavius Josephus, 
agrees almost completely with Biblical 
records. Among other things, he tells 
of the fall of Jerusalem, of John the 
Baptist and his ministry, and of Jesus 
and His life and crucifixion. 


II. THE MIRACULOUS PRESERVATION 
OF THE BIBLE 


The supernatural manner in which 
the Bible has been preserved, down 
through the ages, is a very strong 
proof of its divine origin. The Bible 
has survived wars of hate, floods, and 
fire. Infidels have fought it and tried 
to destroy its power and influence. 
Yet by some miraculous, unseen force, 
this Book has been preserved in all 
its power and beauty. Jesus said,

“Heaven and earth ‘shall pass away, 
but my word shall not pass away.” 
(Matt. 24:35). Truly, these words of 
Christ have been fulfilled. 


To preserve this great book, God 
has moved men to conceal their pre- 
cious scrolls and manuscripts. Hun- 
dreds of years later, archaeologists 
have found these treasures and pub- 
lished and translated them for our 
benefit. Though we do not have the 
original manuscripts of the ‘Testa- 
ments, we do have many ancient man- 
uscripts which are much older and in 
far greater abundance than those of 
the classical authors. The Bible, par- 
ticularly the New Testament, is better 
attested than the works of Herodotus, 
Homer, Plato, Caesar, and Cicero. The 
archaeological find known as the 
Dead Sea Scrolls has provided Old 
Testament manuscripts almost 1,000 
years older than any previously exist- 
ing. 

The Bible was the first book to be 
printed by a printing machine; this 
was done by John Gutenberg in about 
1455 A.D. Prior to this time, the Bible 
was translated and copied laboriously 
by hand. Since the printing press has 
been invented, millions upon millions 
of copies-of the Bible have been prnt- 
ed. Though there have been many 
translations, the main content of the 
Bible ever remains; its charm and 
power have been steadfast through 
the centuries. 


Il. THE CONGRUITY OF THE BIBLE 


The Bible is a book pleasing in 
style, reasonable in content, convin- 
cing in its logic, and moving in its ap- 
peal. And yet, in spite of this uni- 
formity and congruity, the Bible was 
written by not less than 40 authors 
over a period of about 1,600 years. 
Only a few of these authors even knew 
each other, for many generations are 
represented. These men were from 
all walks of life: farmers, shepherds, 
princes, kings, doctors, and lawyers. 
Nevertheless they are in perfect har- 
mony and accord, and to a man they 
gather about the theme: Man’s Re- 


demption, and the Person: Jesus 


Christ. 

Parts of the Bible were written by 
men in exile, by men in captivity, by 
men in deserts, in shepherd’s tents, 
and in prison. Other parts of this 
marvelous message from God to man 
were written in Kings’ palaces or by 
the side of still waters. In spite of 
the diversity of the backgrounds of 
the different books of the Bible and in 
spite of the difference in the educa- 
tion and background of the men who 
wrote it, the Bible contains one theme 
and one primary doctrine. Its perfect 
harmony is indeed a testimony to the 
authenticity of its divine inspration. 


IV. THE FULFILLED PROPHECY 
OF THE BIBLE 


The miraculous way in which the 
Bible has prophesied events scores of - 
years (in some cases centuries) be- 
fore their occurence is a definite proof 
that the Bible is the Word of God. In 
fact, fulfilled prophecy is the strong- 
est argument or evidence as to the in- 
tegrity of Scripture. It appeals to the 
reason of unregenerate men and re- 
quires no spiritual enlightenment to 
understand it. 

In Isaiah 18, 14, and Jeremiah 50, 
51, the capture of Babylon is prohe- 
sied. In this prophecy, Cyrus was 
called by name 150 years before his 
birth and 200 years before his king- 
dom was set up. It also told how 
Babylon was to be captured. When 
the supposed impregnable city fell on 
the occasion of Belshazzar’s feast, the 
events were all in fulfillment of Bible 
prophecy. Nahum prophesied 700 
years before Christ that the chariots 
would rage in the streets, jostle 
against one another in the broadways, 
seem like torches, and run like light- 
ning. Only God could have revealed 
to ancient man the nature of today’s 
modern automobiles. Habakkuk fore- 
told, in 626 B.C. that man would “fly 
as the eagle that hasteth to eat.” (Hab. 
1:8) In those days man would have 
scoffed at the idea of flying. A great

number of events pertaining to the 
birth and life of Jesus were foretold. 
On the day of the cross alone, some 
25 specific prophecies were fulfilled. 


V. THE INFLUENCE OF THE BIBLE 


The preaching of the Bible and the 
reading of the Bible have changed 
multitudes of lives throughout the 
Christian era. No other book or writ- 
ing in the world can claim such an 
effect. Men have been bound by al- 
coholism, narcotics and all manner of 
evil habits and totally unable to help 
themselves. They have read the Bi- 
ble and accepted its teachings — ac- 
cepted the Christ it teaches — and 
have been made “new creatures,” 
clean and godly in their life and con- 
duct. In the hour of grief, great sor- 


row, and bereavement men have turn- 
ed to the Bible and found true and 
abiding comfort. 

The Bible has combatted supersti- 
tion and ignorance; it has replaced 
gloom with joy. In the professing 
Christian world, all of womankind 
owes an eternal debt to the Bible for 
delivering her from the status of a 
mere chattel and enstating her as a 
companion and helpmeet as God in- 
tended she should be. The laws of 
this land are based primarily upon 
the Bible. In India, a land where the 
Bible is not known, there are those 
who worship the “Goddess of Mur- 
der”; in our_land we live by the Bible 
law: “Thou shalt not kill.” 


CONCLUSION 


I have given five reasons why I be- 
lieve the Bible to be the Word of God. 
I would like to add another: The 
Bible has worked in my own life. I 
have felt its power and seen its re- 
sults in my life and the lives of those 
with whom I have come in contact. 
There is no doubt in my mind of its 
authenticity, integrity, and divine n- 
spration. It is the message direct 
from the heart of God, conveyed 
through yielded men, and intended 
for all mankind.

Bible Clubs Win Youth 


Wheaton, Ill. An estimated 23,000 
high school teenagers were won to 
Christ through the ministry of Youth 
for Christ International’s high school 
Bible Club work during the past 
school year, as revealed by a survey 
conducted by YFC’s Jack Hamilton, 
Director of the high-school Bible club 
ministry. The survey further revealed 
that 1,956 YFC’s school clubs were in 
operation last lear with an average 
attendance of 35. The total enroll- 
ment of all high schools was 7,400,000 
with about 25% of the schools contact- 
ed by the YFC Bible Club. 


Israel Celebrated 
8th Birthday 


Last April 5th, Israel celebrated its 
8th Birthday. It is very striking that 
within less than a decade since its 
creation, it has scored advances that 
other larger countres would have been 
proud to show. 

Wtih an area of little more than 
8,000 square miles, Israel boasts a 
population of 1,800,000 of which 1,- 
600,000 are Jewish and about 200,000 
Arabs and others. 

Israel’s progress is both industrial 
and agricultural in character with the 
little county able to provide 70% of its 
own food needs. In 1957, when cur- 
rent irrigation schemes are completed, 
the land will be able to feed 2,500,000 
people. 

The Negev was a desert in 1948, 
whereas now it has no less than 75 
agricultural settlements with over 
21,000 acres under cultivation. 

Living standards for the almost 
200,000 Arabs who remained in Pal- 
estine are the highest in the Middle 
East, with 80% of the farmers owning 
their own land. 
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Temperance groups are using bill- 
board advertisements in various parts 
of the country to warn the public 
against liquor drinking. 


Organized Atheism Falters 

Things are quiet today in the Athe- 
ist camp. Its ranks are scattered. “To 
tell the truth, we aren't very active 
any more,” said Charles Smith, long- 
time president of the American” As- 
sociation for the advancement of Athe- 
ism. As an organized movement, 
anti-religion in the United States has 
dwindled to a mere skeleton of its one- 
time robust dimensions. “Atheists 
aren't very good at keeping up or- 
ganizations’, said Joseph Lewis, pres- 
ident of the Freethinkers of America. 
“Theyre rather independent-mind- 
ed.” 


As for the present signs of streng- 
thened religion, Smith said, “Some of 
the evidence is hard to explain away”, 
but he felt the growth of church life 
is mostly as social centers. “They 
don’t let it interfere with their lives. 
They spent more time in the old days 
pleasing God. Now they try to please 
their fellow man. It’s more reason- 
able. Some of them are nearly as 
good as atheists.” .... (Sacramento

Columbian Evangelicals 
Disturbed 

Evangelicals are disturbed over a © 
new decree which outlaws Commu- 
nists and the Communist Party in 
Colombia. The _ identification of 
Protestantism with Communism has 
long been one of the chief weapons 
of the Catholic Church in Colombia, 
thus it is feared that the new law may 
become a powerful factor in the oppo- 
sition to evangelical missionary work. 
Reports from the field indicate that 
already the purpose of destroying the 
chapels and schools of the evangelical 
community. 

Meanwhile, in his pre-lenten pas- 
toral letter Monsignor Julio Caicedo, 
Bishop of Cali, warned his flock 
flock against the “most grave danger” 
of Protestantism, which takes away 
the Colombian’s religious faith from ~ 
him and casts him into an “abyss of 
unbelief, religious indifference and 
practical atheism.” The Bishop re- 


gretted that such a warning had to 
be given, but felt it was made neces- 
sary by the “unfavorable” spiritual 
condition of his “flock” — which he
